Company Was Organized in This Vi­ 


cinity Which Was One of Many 


in That Battle. 


Forty -nine y ears ago y esterday the 
battle of Shiloh was fought. 
That 
conflict, like others which preceded 
and many which followed it, will, it 
is believ ed, bring up a train of recol­ 
lection in the minds of all v eterans, 
and will likewise make an appeal to 
the interest of y ounger folk who hav e 
happily escaped the spectacle of war. 
The fiftieth anniv ersary of the mus­ 
tering in of companies composed of 
local men is near, say s the Conners- 
v iile News. 
Many v eterans and old citizens will 
recall that on April 16th, 18 61, a stir­ 
ring war meeting was held in this 
city , and upon that day Company E 
of the Six teenth 
Indiana 
Regiment 
was raised. 
The meeting itself is of 
more than common interest here, for 


three powerful speeches for the flag 
were deliv ered by lion. Lafe Dev elin, 
and other strong addresses were also 
giv en. 
Mr. Dev elin 
addressed 
one 
great gathering the corner of 
Fifth 
street and Central av enue, another in 
.what is now the old Roots Hall and 
! still another in the court house. The 
[time was fairly pregnant 
with 
the 
'spirit of patriotism for on the day be­ 
fore President Lincoln had issued his 
call for v olunteers. 
The meeting was enliv ened 
by 
a 
great chorus of men and women, who 
sang patriotic and martial songs at 
each of the mass gatherings. Younj? 
men’s hearts beat high that day , and 
when a mov ement was made toward 
the organization of a company brav e 
y oung lads by scores 
offered 
their 
serv ices eagerly . 
Thus Company E 
was formed with J oseph Marshal as 
captain, William Greer as first lieti- 
tenent, and J ohn M. Hartley as sec­ 
ond lieutenant. 
Most of the v aliant 
men who formed that company that 
day 
are 
dust 
and 
ashes 
now, but some are left, and among 
them are Gapt. J . W. Hannah, George 
Rigor, J ames H. Grov es, of Rushv ille, 
George T. Wrennick of Indianapolis 
and William Sutton, liv ing near Wat­ 
erloo. 
The new-formed company camped 
for a week on the court house lawn, 
and later went to Indianapolis. It was 
mustered into the 
serv ice 
about 
a 
month after the day it 
was 
raised. 
The time 
was 
swiftly approaching 
when uo delay interv ened between a 
company ’s organization and it< mus­ 
tering in, and when ev ery man who 
could carry a musket 
was 
sorely 
needed on the battle field.

Senator Martin is a conservative 
and was opposed b y the friends of W. 
J. Bryan and certain so-called progres­ 
sive Democrats, led b y Senator Stone 
of Missouri and Senator Owen of Ok­ 
lahoma 
It has b een said that Bryan 
himself has b een active in the cam­ 
paign against the Virginian. The Mar­ 
tin election is a victory for the Bailey 
wing of the Democracy in the senate. 
All of the new Democratic senators 
except Chilton of West Virginia and 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, 
voted against Martin. 
It is known 
that Senator Shively was favorab le to 
Senator Martin and would prob ab ly 
have voted for him had he not b een 
detained b y illness.

Fire Cut Off Escape In the Pancoast 
Colliery at Scranton and Doomed 
Men’s Bodies Were Found Far Back 
in the Vein— Among the Dead Is J o­ 
seph Evans, Chief of Government’s 
Car Rescue Force. 


Scranton, Pa., April 8.—F a r down in 
the vein, ab out 2,000 feet from the 
shaft, w here they had evidently re­ 
treated for safety , the rescue party in 
the Dunm ore vein of the Pancoast 
colliery , w recked y esterday b y fire, 
found 
b etw een 
sixty 
and 
seventy 
b odies. 
None was found alive. 
Among the dead was Joseph Evans, 
chief of the governm ent m iners on the 
car force, who in his zeal had gone too 
far in advance of his men, and who 
perished. 
A nother victim was John 
A. Berry , councilm an of the F irst ward 
of this city . 
The b odies of the dead 
are b eing b rought to the surface. 
M ost of the m en are of foreign 
b irth. Several m ine officials, however, 
are am ong the victim s, including W al­ 
te r K night, forem an, and Isaac Dawe, 
fire b oss. 
The colliery is owned b y 
the Scranton Coal company . 
T he fire originated from som e un­ 
known cause at the foot of the shaft. 
A t the tim e there w ere 300 men and 
b oy s in the various veins and cham ­ 
b ers. 
The flames ignited accum ula­ 
tions of gas, which increased the diffi­ 
culty and doub tless increased the loss 
of life. 
The com pany officials acted 
w ith the greatest prom ptness when 
they learned the extent of the disas­ 
ter, hut once started the fire spread 
w ith rem arkab le rapidity . 
It caught 
on the tim b ering of the shaft and ran 
along the gangway . 
As soon as it was seen that the fire 
was b affling efforts to sub due it, word 
was sent for the governm ent rescue 
car at K ingston, sixteen m iles from 
here, and 
this responded, b ringing 
four men equipped with apparatus for 
penetrating into sm oke and fire damp. 
This was the first test of the rescue 
crewr, and unhappily was attended b y 
the death of the leader of the crew. 
The only m an b rought out alive 
from the zone of the fire was Joseph 
V ickers, a fire b oss. 
V ickers, finding 
the fire was b ecom ing dangerous, ac­ 
com panied vb y a com panion, ran down 
the gangw ay to give the alarm . 
Be­ 
fore they had gone far their lights 
w ent out. V ickers realized his danger 
and started hack. 
He m issed his com­ 
panion. 
He m anaged to get b y the 
w orst place on his return, b ut had 
gone only a little way b ey ond it when 
he was overcom e b y sm oke. 
H ours 
later he was found b y the fire fighters. 
It was a long while b efore he recov­ 
ered consciousness. 
He told the m ine 
officials that there was ab solutely no 
hope for the other men in the mine. 
“They perished hours ago,” he said. 
"Nob ody could live m any m inutes in 
such a place. 
The workings are filled 
w ith sm oke and there is no way for 
the entom b ed men to get air.”
